ALCOHOL: Sinful? 


GROUP OF MEN gather for 

luncheon or dinner to discuss 
upcoming business events in a re- 
laxed setting. Their meal is pre- 
ceded by a couple of martinis. 
Sinful? 

Several women meet each week 
for a friendly afternoon bridge 
session. Their refreshments include 
alcohol. Is this sinful? 

More and more these days, social 
gatherings seem to follow the cock- 
tail route—a martini to relax with, 
a manhattan to chat over, the 
after-dinner cordial. Where do we 
draw a line in drinking alcohol... 


at what point is it acceptable, at 
what point sinful? Indeed, is it 
ever permissible to indulge in alco- 
hol at all? 

CERTAINLY, ALCOHOL IN MOD. 
ERATION IS NOT SINFUL. There 
is no hard-fast rule that one must 
never touch it . . . unless, of course, 
a person is a proven alcoholic. 
Christ, Himself, at the marriage 
feast of Cana, changed water into 
wine, signifying that He held no 
objection to the moderate use of 
alcohol. And at the Last Supper, 
He changed wine into His own 
body and blood, showing that He 
did not disapprove of temperate 
use of alcohol. 

St. Paul wrote to Timothy, “... 
use a little wine for thy stomach’s 
sake and thy frequent infirmities.” 
(I Timothy, V, 23) 

At times, however, drinking alco- 
holic beverages is indeed very sin- 
ful. What are these times? How do 
we know we're committing sin by 
drinking? j 

Generally, a person knows his a 
weaknesses and limitations wher 
alcohol is concerned. For one pe

a single cocktail might weaken his 
senses, dull his reason and lessen 
his ability to choose right from 
wrong. The body chemistry of such 
a person dictates that he must not 
touch alcohol at all. 

For this reason, perhaps wine or 
beer, which are not as heavily con- 
centrated, might prove a_ wiser 
choice. Or, it may well be that 
neither are advisable because they 
have the same effect as cocktails. 

There are those who can indulge 
in two or three cocktails without 
any great effect. Because of body 
chemistry or mental attitude, they 
are able to “hold’’ their liquor 
better than others. 

HOW DO YOU KNOW 

WHEN YOU’VE HAD ENOUGH? 

Suppose you are in a bar—or at 
a party —and you’ve been drinking. 
You feel fine. Then, all of a sudden, 
it hits you. You start to feel 
drowsy, the room begins to get 
warm for you; you feel a bit dizzy. 
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You hadn’t realized how many 
you’d had. You stop drinking at 
this point. Have you committed a 
sin? Here, it would depend: was it 
your intention to get “tipsy,” or 
were you unaware of the effect 
that those drinks were having on 
you? 

If you weren’t aware of your 
physical condition, the most that 
could be said is that you were not 
prudent in watching your alcoholic 
intake. If you stop right here, you 
would not have committed any sin. 

But suppose you say to your- 
self: “One more, fellah, and then 
home for you.” One more is sinful! 

NOW, AT THIS POINT, is it a 
mortal or venial sin? Venial, if you 
mean it and have no intention of 
losing yourself to alcohol. Mortal, 
if you know that the extra drink 
will make you ill, drunk, or sus- 
ceptible to moral laxity. The key, 
then, is the intent with which you 
drink.

Remember, at all times, that 
alcohol is an insidious brew—if 
sneaks up on you unless you’ 
extremely careful. Your own systeny 
and drinking ‘attitude’ are a 
important in determining whethe 
you sin or do not sin when you 
drink —and if the sin is mortal or 
venial. 


Excessive drinking characterizes a 
person who childishly runs from 
reality, afraid to face disappoint- 
ments and difficulties that are 
normal part of living. A true drunk- 
ard is a prime example of a terrible 
victim of self pity. 


Should you start to drink with 
the intention of becoming “‘blotto, 
or “stoned,” you may very defiz 


nitely consider that you have com 
mitted a grave, or mortal sin. Or, 
if you are an alcoholic and know 
you should never touch the stuff 


because of what it does to yo 
you commit a mortal sin with your 
first drink. 


THEREFORE, if alcohol make 
you lose your temper... make 
you subject to uncontrollable fits 
of rage, anger or violence, ye 
should not drink. You should al 
not imbibe if alcohol has a tendene’ 
to make you morally lax, for the 
it becomes a near occasion for si 
of the flesh. Remember, too, t 
alcohol is considered a luxury; 
you spend money on drink that 
vitally needed at home to care for 
your family, you are definitely 
doing serious wrong. 


Basically, therefore, it all depend 
on yourself—your physical cond 
tion and mental outlook. Think 
this the next time you’re offered 
glass of distilled liquid and som 
one toasts you with: ‘Chee 
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LENT?

THE DOCTRINE OF THE CROSS 
is certainly not a very popular 
concept in this civilization of ours 
which the historian Toynbee so 
properly describes as ‘‘a post-Chris- 
tian civilization.” Human nature 
always shrinks from the idea of 
suffering and the more a person 
values material goods, the less he 
appreciates suffering. 


Through all modern communica- 
tion media we hear loudly and 
repeatedly that “Life is meant to 
be enjoyed; have fun; pamper your- 
self.”” Unconsciously, we Catholics 
also follow this easier philosophy of 
life. 

And yet the most basic and funda- 
mental core of Christian teaching 
is the doctrine of the Cross. Christ’s 
precept is: “If anyone wishes to 
follow Me, let him deny himself, 
take up his cross and follow Me.” 
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These words of Our Lord are | ; 
better understood in the light of 
St. Paul’s comment: “If we share 
in His sufferings, we will share, too, 
in the glory of His Resurrection.” 

The Church has this in mind 
during Lent when we must practice 
penance more than at any other 
time of the year. She should not 
be thought of as a cruel stepmother 
who wants to make her children 
suffer, but as a wise teacher who 
realizes that by self-discipline we 
become stronger, happier and more 
content with this life because we 
are better prepared for the life to 
come. 

THE LENTEN SPIRIT includes 
three major elements: fast, penance 
and almsgiving. The three go hand 
in hand. The Church prescribes a 
fast and abstinence as the minimum 
a healthy adult should do to ful- 
fill Our Lord’s command, “Do pen- 
ance for the Kingdom of Heaven 
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ANNOUNCING

is at hand.” 

Beyond the minimum there are 
many forms of self-imposed penance 
and mortification which will expi- 
ate our sins and help our spiritual 
life to wax stronger. Voluntary pen- 
ances must involve one basic ele- 
ment...giving up something 
which we like or to which we are 
deeply attached even though it is 
not sinful in itself. For instance, 
we sacrifice an extra hour of sleep 
in the morning in order to attend 
daily Mass. 

Undoubtedly, one of the things 
to which we are most attached is 
money. The giving up of money is 
certainly an excellent form of sacri- 
fice if there is a conscious and right 
motivation. In the Church there is 
a definite hierarchy of values with 
respect to the disposal of the fruits 
of our sacrifices. 

THE SUPPORT of the essential 
needs of our parish must be our 
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first duty. After this comes the 
obligation to support the expansion 
work of the Church in mission 
fields. Unfortunately, too many fail 
to see that supporting the missions 
is second only to the duty of sup- 
porting our parish. Contributing to 
the missions constitutes the last and 
smallest item in the charity budget 
of most of our Catholic families. 

Because so many fail to realize 
this obligation it is not surprising 
that 2000 years after the death of 
Christ there are only 509 million 
Catholics in a world population of 
over two and a half billion. 

During this Lenten season we hope 
our readers will resolve to face 
Lent with the right spirit in order 
that they may grow spiritually, and 
that their sacrifices may help to 
spread the faith to thousands of 
pagans who must suffer without 
the joy of anticipating Easter and 
the Resurrection.
